Would Provide University 
„ Clinic and Help Stoeber 
* • 
Enterprise 


That an effort will be made to 


have the new large Methodist Epis- 
copal church hospital to be erected 
here affiliated vrith the " University 
of Wisconsin medical school became 
known here this week, through Rev. 
F. E. Banshop, -who has charge of 
the movement 


That some arrangement may be 


made -with the University medical 
school seems 
altogether probable. 


The last session of the legislature 
(minted permission to the Board of 
Regents •of the university to estab- 
lish a complete medical 'course at 
the university. A two year course 
is now giver. 


"It_ is obvious that fcere is ,r. 


growing need for the establishment 
by the State University of a com- 
plete medical course since the mod- 
ern standards of medical education 
and the expense thereof have great 
ly reducer" the number of medical 
schools and number of medical stu- 
dents during the last twenty years," 
declared Dr. C. R. Bardeen, "and the 
time is approaching when the needs 
of the community will not be met 
unless more is done to provide fa- 
cilities for medical education cither 
by liberal public support or large 
endowments. 
The Regents of the 


University understand the situation 
and are going ahead with the com- 
pletion of. a complete medicat"course 
as soon as the facilities are avail- 
able for giving the clinical part ,of 
the-course adequately. In the de- 
velopment; of 
clinical instruction, 


the Regents undoubtedly will desire 
to make use of all existing facilities 
so as to call upon the State merely 
for such additional facilities as can- 
not otherwise be provided. A hos- 
pital of the • kind which you have 
outlined, if of the right type, would 
bo of great advantage to the Uni- 
versity and the State in the devel- 
opment 
of this 
very 
important 


branch of education. 


In affiliating with such 
a '•* hos- 


pital, the university 
would expect 


the hospital to have a,well organ- 
ized staff composed of men of such 
a calibre that they might fittingly be 
appointed as. clinical teachers on the 
university faculty. 
Of course, the 


possibility of securing physicians of 
this kind would, on the other hand, 
greatly facilitate the efforts of the 
hospital management to secure the 
right kind of staff. It is my belief 
that the clinical port of the medical 
course should be made more largely 
practical than is at present the case 
and that for the greated part of .the 
time devoted to clinical study, the 
students should reside in'hospitals 
where they can be of actual assist- 
ance in caring for the sick while 
learning how to care for the sick 
most effectively. 
I think- that the 


state should cooperate with the hos- 
pitals under private foundation in^ 
making it possible for such students* 
to reside in the hbspital. The hos- 
pital would, have to be organized in 
such a way that the staff would be 
teachers of the interns and nurses 
as well as caretakers of the sick. I 
believe that it is generally recog- 
nized that the sick get the best pos- 
sible care under these conditions 
since tho' 
physician is stimulated 


when his work is under constant ob- 
servation and is subject to youthful 
criticism. In affiliating with a hos- 
pital, we should 
therefore 
expect 


that arrangements should be made 
for intensive teaching of this kind." 


The plans of the West Wisconsin 


Methodist Hospital association pre- 
sented at the West Wisconsin confer- 
ence in session at Eau Claire- the 
past week were unanimously adopt- 
ed by the convention and Madison is 
soon to have a great Methodis_t hos- 
pital to cost $300,000, according to 
a statement by Rev. P. E. Bauchop, 
president of the hospital association. 


Tho plans call for the erection of 


a modern hospital of four depart- 
ments. Maternity, consisting o£ not 
less than 150 beds; children's, gen- 
eral surgery, and general medicine. 
The hospital is to be built in memory 
of Miss Mary Stoeber, who conduct- 
ed the present Stbeber. hospital. 


A corporation of 37 persons from 


'various parts of the state is being 
formed to erect and operate this hos- 
pital and plans for raising the neces- 
sary funds are well under way, the 
success of the enterprise being as- 
sured.

ESPITE the large audiences which are greeting Presiden 
Wilson we hare evidence everywhere that the American

is now preparing its report on the Peace Treaty. In so man; 
words Mr. Wilson declared that he knew nothing at all, either 
officially or unofficially, of the most important phase of his work 
at Paris, the consideration of the secret treaties of the allies. 


To the men whom he has since accused of being "contempt 


ible quitters'.' and Disciples of the "Bolshevist spirit" President 
Wilson apologetically confessed that "the decision ultimately 
reached at the peace conference was a disappointment." To these 
Senators he attempted to vindicate his objections to any reser 
rations and was forced to admit that his reasons were hasty 
and inadequate. 


Not having seen the text of the secret treaties, the presi- 


dent may still be unaware of the fact that the boundaries were 
5xed in the armistice agreements, line for line, almost, as thej 
were copied from these secret treaties. We have from his own 
lips the statement that "the necessity of unanimous decision1 


compelled him to forget his fourteen points, hisiwar speeches, 
and his "high ideals", and consider himself bound by the secret 
treaties he had not even seen.
